McCall to-day a voluminous indictment 
against the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana and the companies of the Standard 
Oll group. 

It contains 1,524 counts. The maximum 
penalty applicable for each, under the In- 
ter-State Commerce act and its amend- 
ments, is $20,000 and the minimum $1,000. 
Each count charges transportation of a 
separate carload of oil at a discrimina- 
tory rate in favor of Standard. 

The indictment is the outcome of an in- 
vestigation made by Commissioner of 
Corporations Garfield. 

George Randolph, the District Attorney, 
will endeavor to get service on John D. 
Rockefeller and other officials of the 
Standard and bring them to Jackson to 
testify in the case. The Grand Jury is 
now investigating the part the railroads 
had in the alleged rebate giving, and it is 
probable that indictments will be returned 
against them before the week is out.

The Lutin, with Fourteen Men, 
Sinks Near Bizerta. 


130 FEET BELOW SURFACE 


Drag of One of the Vessels Sent to 
Seareh for the Lutin Encounters~ 
Resistance at That Depth. 


BIZERTA, Tunis, Oct. 16.—The French | 


submarine Lutin left this port this morn- 
ing for plunging experiments. Signals Te- 
ceived at 10 o’clock to-night reported her 
disappearance, and two torpedo boats and 


three tugs went out in search of her. | 


It now appears almost certain that the 
crew of the Lutin suffered a horrible fate 
similar to that which overtook the crew 
of the submarine Farfadet, near here last 
year. The crew of the Lutin numbered 
fourteen men, under command of Lieut. 
Phoepon. Admifal Bellue, Commander of 
the Tunis Naval Division, who went out 
on board a tug, returned at a late hour 
to-night and said that owing to the heavy 
seas and the obscurity it was impossible 
to continue salvage operations until dawn. 

The tugs and torpedo boats, howevér, 
will remain all night near the place where 
the Lutin made her final plunge. One of 
these boats reports that its drag encount- 
ered resistance as though a vessel were 
lying at the bottom. 

The Government salvage steamers be- 
longing to this port, which are at present 
absent to assist in raising a French 
schooner wrecked on the coast, will re- 
turn in the morning and take part in the 
work. 

The British Consul General here pro- 
posed to the French Resident General to 
telegraph to the British Admiralty au- 
thorities at Malta for salvage assistance. 
This offer was accepted, and powerful 
salvage apparatus will be sent at once 
to the scene of the ¢atastrophe. 


PARIS, Oct. 16.—M. Thomson, the Min- 
ister of Marine, has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from the Naval Commandant 
at Bizerta: 

“The submarine Lutin, while exercising 
off the jetties, disappeared from the view 
of the accompanying tug. Search and 
dragging operations were begun imme- 
diately, and resistance was felt at a 
depth of 180 feet near the place where the 
Lutin sank.” 


The Lutin is a single-screw steel sub- 
designed by Maugas and 
She its 135 feet 
long, with a dlameter of 9 feet 6 inches. 
Her displacement is 185 tons, and her 
speed 12.25 knots on the surface and 8 
knots submerged. Her motive power ts 
derived from electric accumulators. 

The sinking of the Lutin.-recalls the 
catastrophe to the French submarine Far- 
fadet on July 6, 1905, at the entrance to 
the port of Sidi Abdallah, Tunis. Com- 
mandant Rotler of the Farfadet noticed 
at the moment of plunging that one of 
the doors was not closed properly and 
rushed to try to adjust it. He was too 
late, the water rushing in with force and 
throwing out the Commandant and two 
men. The boat then sank. Fourteen men 
perished and the three who were thrown 
out were saved. The submarine was 
eventually raised. Her machinery and 
hull suffered no sérious damage. 

On March 18, 1904, the British subma- 
rine A. 1 was run down by a steamer 
while submerged near Portsmouth. All 
her crew were lost. 

On Feb. 5, 1905, the British submarine 
A. 5 sank off Queenstown, only one of 
her crew being saved. 

A third British submarine sank off 
Plymouth June 8, 1905, after an explosion 
on board. Fourteen of her crew were 
killed.

The Breen Case. 

The facts set forth in THE TIMES yes- 
terday with reference to the Union Rail- 
way transactions of Magistrate Breen by 
no means told the whole story. It was 
learned yesterday that some of the pro- 
fessional services for which Breen brought 


for $132,500 consisted in obtaining the 
consent of Louis Heintz, Commissioner of 
Street Improvements, to allow poles and 
wires to be put up in the Bronx for the 
Harlem Bridge, Morrisania, and Fordham 
Railway Company. This company, after 
the *‘ Huckleberry bill ’’ was passed as a 
result of Mr. Breen’s industry, became 
the Unton Railway Company, which not 
long ago became part of the traction 
merger which Hearst’s newspaper has re- 
| peatedly denounced. 

For this service, the testimony taken by 
Referee Robert Sewell at the hearing of 
the suit shows, Mr. Breen expected to 
receive $33,333.33 in ‘* Union Railway 
stock.’”’ At the time when, as Breen tes- 
tified, that amount of stock was prom- 
ised him, the ‘*‘ Huckleberry Bill"’ which 
made the Union Railway Company had 
not been passed. Mr. Breen also testified 
that he considered his services in the 
Heintz deal worth $25,000 cash. 

Urging the passage of the “ Huckle- 
berry, bill,” too, was an another important 
service in which, Mr. Breen testified, he 
spent much time at Albany. He 
Referee Sewell that for this service he 
considered $15,000 should have been paid 
him.

Not There to Attack or Eulogize. 


Mr. Choate in opening declared that he

unbossed Judges he was cheered, and 
when he said that it was from the mass 
of people who voted for Mr, Hearst and 
also for Mr. McClellan that the votes 
for the Judges would come, Hearst and 
Hughes adherents applauded him warmly. | 
Both the names of Hearst and McClellan 
were greeted with applause. | 

Qn the platform were, besides the/|

few lawyers reached the age and experil- 
ence necessary to become candidates for 
the judiciary, and that the opposition to 
the ticket of the Judiciary Nominators 
consisted of corporation lawyers, this citi- | 
zen roared out that they were also Mur- 
phy candidates.

and particularly by the politician, be-| 
cause if there had been any faults to be 
found with any of them, the politician} 
would have been the first to discover 
them and point them out. I have only 
heard of two criticisms or suggestions in 
the nature of criticism; one by an emi- 
nent Republican, who thought that per- 
haps these candidates that we offered, 
eminent in fitness, learned in law, spot- 
less in character, had not exactly the 
qualities that commended them to the 
politician. Well, I thought that was the 
crowning glory of the whole thing.

Corporation Lawyers All. 

“Well, then, they say we are all corpo- 

ration lawyers, the candidates and the 
2,500 lawyers that nominated them. Well, 
I don’t suppose it is possible for any man 
of character and of merit and fitness to 
practice law in this city up to the age 
when he is fit to be presented as a candi- 
date for Judge who has not at some time 
or other acted for a corporation. [Ap- 
plause.} And when the candidates upon 
the ticket that we are opposing, and 
which I shall presently call to your atten- 
tion, are considered, the first thing that 
is discovered about each of them is that 
s0 far as he is known as a lawyer, which 
is not saying much, he is known as a 
corporation lawyer.

WITH REPORTS HE HAS 


Up-State Visitors Tell Him That | 
Feeling for Hearst Wanes. 


REGISTRATION FAVORABLE 


State Chairman Says Republicans 
Were Busy and Democrats Apathetic 
—Hearst and Prohibitionists. 


Reports on Republican condttions fn the 
State, made to State Chairman Woodruff 
yesterday, continued to be very favora- 


ble, and these, added to Mr. Woodruff’s 
analysis of the registration figures, caused 
considerable satisfaction at State head- 
quarters yesterday. Mr. Woodruff, how- 
ever, is anxious that no feeling of over- 
confidence become prevalent, as there 
are still two days for registration in the 
up-State towns, and it is important that 
the full number of voters be recorded. 

Among Mr. Woodruff’s callers was Post- 
master James H. Callanan of Schenecta- 
dy. Mr. Callanan is the editor of The 
Union, and has made an exhaustive in- 
vestigation into the conditions and feel- 
ings among the labor element in that city, 
where more men are employed in the 
General Electric and American Locomo- 
tive mills than any similar plant in the 
State, 

“There has been a marked falling off 
in the Democratic districts in the city,’’ 
said Mr. Callanan. ‘As for any Hearst 
sentiment, I may say that the Schenecta- 
dy workingmen can discover the fake in 
a man as quickly as anybody. I believe 
our city will give Hughes a plurality of 
8,000, and perhaps 4,000.” 

George H. West, Chairman of the Re- 
Publican County Committee of Saratoga 
County, said there had been much talk of 
Hearst sentiment in the paper mills in 


Saratoga, but that this was not true, and 
if anything, there was a feeling 
against Hearst among the labor men, 
while the farmers were for Mr. Hughes. 

A comparison of the registration fig- 
ures for six years, Mr. oodruff said, 
shows that conditions in the city are 
highly favorable to the Republicans,” as 
in every campaign where increased regis- 
tration was shown the Republicans had 
profited by the increase.

Mr. Hearst's speech in part follows: 

As to the Hearst Corporations. 
“Charles E, Hughes denies that he is 
a corporation lawyer, because he takes | 
cases from various corporations and does 


}not receive a yearly retainer from any | 


one gorporation. An equally unworthy | 
and untruthful quibble is Mr. Hughes’s 
statement that I have made my news- 
papers into companies, in order to avoid 
suits and Habilities. Any lawyer knows 
that a newspaper owned by an individual 
can only be served and sued with great 
and by service upon the in- 
only, while a newspaper owned 
by a company can be served and sued 
through any officer or Director in the 
company, or through any managing agent 
of the company, or by merely handing 
the summons over the desk to the cashier. 
;So that, by making my newspapers into 
separate companies, I have made suits} 
and service against them easy instead of 
difficult. Mr. Hughes* knows this as a 
lawyer, for he is not a bad enough lawyer

‘*Mr. Hughes says that a woman who 
was injured by my newspaper delivery 
wagon had great difficulty in suing for 
damages. It is true that the woman 
brought suit against the wrong individual. 
But Mr. Hughes does not state, what is 
also true, that notwithstanding that fact | 
paid to that woman and her family 
ver $20,000 to compensate her for injur- 
ies for which I was not directly responsi- 
ble. A further unworthy and untruthful

The Fiske Fruit Company, a New York 
concern, also claimed a part of the at- 
tention and energy of Silveira, for it was 
the principal marketing concern relied 
upon to handle the product of the orange 
groves of the planters at Ceballos.

Bonds for $2,000,000 were 
issued, and with the proceeds the con- 
tract for the m:ll was guaranteed and 
other developments were provided for. 
The firm of D. Stewart & Co. of Glas- 
gow got the contract for the erection of 
the mill, and sent its representatives to 
the estate to commence operations. Six 
thousand acres were planted in cane, and 
preparations were made for planting half 
as much more this Fall. It was expect- 
ed that the great mill would produce 
225,000 bags of sugar per crop.

| ited, and it has been persistently 
; charged by his fellow-Liberals ever since 
that Frias superinténded the murder. 
| Frias has escaped a judicial investiga- 
tion by the special application of the 
amnesty proclamation of the present pro- 
visional Government to his case. 

Andrade and Frias, with their assist- 
ants, so terrorized and bulldozed their 
opponents, that the election for the selec- 
tion of judges of election resulted in a 
clean sweep for the Moderates. They 
employed the police ‘and military forces 
of the Government with shameless open- 
ness, and many a Liberal was first beaten, 
then arrested for fighting and thrown 
into jail, All over the island this went 
on, with the result that the Liberals saw 
they had not the slightest ghost of a 
chance, and formally withdrew from the 
contest. José Miguel Gomez was their 
candidate for the Presidency. He saw 
that it was not safe for him to remain 
in the country and went to New York, 
openly announcing that he had fled to 
escape assassination. 

The inevitable result of such conduct 
| was to excite in the Liberals a determina- 
tion to revolt. Revolution is the inherit- 
ance of the Cuban, and the only method 
of righting wrong that his education has 
taught him. Palma knew that, and so did 
his friends, who promptly charged Gomez 
with going to New York to prepare for a 
revolution. As a matter of fact, Gomez 
had done nothing of the kind, and was not 
then ready for such a course; but another 
man was, and that was Silveira, the old- 
time friend of Palma. 


Silveira and Paima Quarrel—Then Re- 
bellion. 


There had been a falling out between 
them after a bitter quarrel. They had been 
together in a deal in cattle, and Palma had 
got much the worst of it. He was the loser 
and Silveira was the gainer in money. 
Palma was angry and took prompt means 
to revenge himself. Silveira had been pro- 
moting a scheme for the purchase by the 
Government of the old Tacon Theatre, a 
large building near the palace. It was to 
be bought for $300,000 and then resold to 
the Government for $500,000. On the rev- 
elation of Silvetra’s treachery to him in 
the cattle deal Palma threw up his honest 
hands in horror and refused to have any- 
| thing to do with such a scheme to swindle 
; the Government as the theatre purchase 
| Was. With infinite pains and labor Sil- 
|veira had manipulated through the Con- 
gress a resolution authorizing the pur- 
chase. Palma vetoed it, and the rupture 
between the two men became open. From 
that moment Silveira was Palma’'s enemy, 
and from that moment he began to plot 
revolution that would unseat Palma and 
put his enemies in power. 

The first step toward this end was ob- 
vious. The sugar plantation of the Sil- 
veira Company afforded the opportunity 
for the employment of Jose Miguel Go- 
mez as general manager, and gave him 
the means of securing the services of 
a large number of men who would be 
| ready to follow him in any sort of scheme 
when the time should come.

District Attorney Jerome, in replying to 
| John B, Gleason's motion before Recorder 
| Goff, in Part IV. of General Sessions yes- 
terday, hinted that Harry K. Thaw might 
; hot be the only person who would be in- 
dicted in connection with the murder of 
| Stanford White. Mr. Jerome’s remarks 
were taken by some to mean that wit- 
nesses were being examined by the Grand 
Jury with a view to finding a true Dill 
|}against an accomplice of the murderer— 
some ope who could be held equally 
guilty of the crime. So far as is known 
| in the Criminal Court Building, however, 
}no such steps have been taken by the 
| Grand Jury, nor is Mr. Jerome thought 
to be contemplating such an action. His 
| remarks, therefore, did not ‘justify the 
reports that were circulated. 

Mr. Gleason's motion was to restrain 
the Grand Jury and the District Attorney 
|from further examining witnesses in the 
| Thaw case,-or to make permanent the 
temporary writ of prohibition to that ef- 
'fect. Justice MacLean had already con- 
| sidered such a motion and had passed the 
matter on to Recorder Goff for his decis- 
ion. 
| After two hours of discussion, the hear- 
jing was adjourned and both sides were 
| asked to submit briefs. The statement of 
| District Attorney Jerome that led many

might be looked for was as follows: | 

“There has been a great deal said

INSPECTOR KANE ACCUSED. | 


His Friends Say Charges Were De- 
layed Until Now for Political Reasons. 


The internal row which from time to 
time has manifested {tself at Police Head- 
quarters cropped up again yesterday 
morning, when Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Mathot made charges against Po- 
lice Inspector James Kane of the Twelfth 
Inspection Wistrict, which takes in the 
Borough of Queens.

The charges grew out of a raid made 
over Inspector Kane’s head on an alleged 
gambling house at Arverne last Summer, 
when Deputy Commissioner Mathot was 
led into the place by a Rockaway barber, 
whose shop adjoined the place.

| OIL TRUST CASE NEARS END. 


| Prosecutor Argues That the Law Was 
Obeyed Only Technically. 


| FINDLAY, Ohio, Oct. 16.—It is likely 
{that the case of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Ohio, on trial for conspiracy 
against trade, will be in the hands of 
j the jury to-morrow. The evidence is all 
}in, and argument progressed for four 
| hours to-day. The jury has yet to hear 
| Attorney Kline for the defense and the 
| closing argument for the State by Attor- 
, ney General Ellis. 
| Prosecutor David began his argument 
this morning after two witnesses had 
testified for the State and the defense 
had closed its case with the submission 
jas evidence of a single document, the de- 
| cision of the Supreme Court of the State 
| declaring the defendant company “ not 
guilty’ in the contempt proceedings of 
| 1900. 

The prosecution told the jury that there 
had never been an actual cessation of the 
Standard Oil Trust of 1882, as shown by 
the evidence, although the form of the 
| Organization had been changed. 

Mr. David dwelt at length on the method

company. The Manhattan Company, he 
said, was brought into use for this pur- 
pose.

Great Sprinter Cuts Best Records 
for Distance Down to 1:22. 


FOUR FAVORITES WERE FIRST 


Tourenne Cleverly Captured the Stake 
Feature of the Belmont Park 
Racing Card. 


With two world’s records behind him 
and a single horse making only a pre- 
tense of contending with him just about 
@ sixteenth of a mile away, the champion 
gprinter of the American turf, Roseben, 
Was ridden out at Belmont Park yesterday 
afternoon in 1:22 for seven furlongs, time 
that cut deep into the records, and that 
made a mark which turfmen predicted 
would stand for a long period. 
presence of Roseben served 
the race so far as competition was con- 
eerned, for the great sprinter, under the 
scheme of special weights and lizht penal- 
ties, got fn with 126 pounds, and owners 


to destroy 


, Of other horses promptly gave up hopes 


of winning. After racing under the high- 
est weights ever assigned to a horse in 
handicaps in America, the 126 pounds on 
Rogeben looked like a feather to the rac- 
ing crowd, and long before the race the 
betting men were preparing to bet on 
Roseben at any price that might be on 
offer. Twelve of the possible opponents 
were scratched out, leaving only one 
horse, the two-year-old gelding Beau- 
clerc, carrying ninety-five pounds, to run 
@gainst Roseben. The waiting crowd re- 
ceived the announcement of the two run- 
ners with cheers of derision. 

There was no real betting on the race, 
though the bookmakers put on offer 1 
against 80 that Roseben would not win, in 
the frugal hope that a shorter price might 
tempt some one to bet on Beauclerc, but 
it is not recorded that the odds of 60 to 1 
brought any bets on the two-year-old, 
Roseben, ridden by Shaw, broke in front, 
and went on in the lead, but the sight did 
not arouse public interest in the least un- 
til the great old sprinter, going further 
and further away at every jump, indicated | 
that he was in the race for some purpose 
ether than beating Beauclerc. Then the 
crowd awoke to the fact that Roseben 
fas racing against the existing time rec- 
ord, and his flight through the last six 


furlongs was watched with eager interest, 
and the crowd cheered him as _ heartily 
when ~ came home, ridden out, barring 

only t use of the whip, nearly a six- 
teenth of a mile in advance of Beauclerc, 
which in spite of the bad beating he got 
did not run a discreditable race. Roseben 
Was running to beat 1:24 4-5, the old rec- 
ord fdr seven furlongs on a circular 
course, and his 1:22 not only beat that, 
but threw into the “eliminated records the 
1:23% of Bella B., made on the straight- 
away track at Monmouth Park, N. J., ‘Bix- 
teen years before. 

The race for 
Stakes, at six furlongs stra 
year-olds, produced a contest that was 
different in every way from the record 
performance of Roseben, for in this event } 
ull of the horses named to start went to 
the post, with the betting concentrated on

*hilander. The arrangement of the 
weights seemed to give all the horses a 
chance, but the 12 to 1 shot Tourenne 
upset all calculations by going to the 
front in the first few strides after 
Philander led away, Tourenne then lead- | 
ing for the remainder of the distance and 
winning easily away off before Philander, 
which came on at the end and captured 
the place by a head from Sewell.

| Beauclerc, his opponent in the race, not con- 
sidered at all, for time was the one purpose of 
his effort. His owner took the precaution to 
station horsemen who are expert timers at sev- 
eral points about the infield, and these held 
watches on Roseben, and signaled the rate 
that the horse was traveling to Frank Weir, 
his trainer, who was at a point where he 
could signal Shaw to go on and Increase his 
speed if:at any time he lagged behind the rate 
that the record required. The timers signaled 
as was required of them, but it is likely that 
they overdid it a brit, for Roseben went much 
faster than was necessary to win the wagers. 
Roseben won the time bets by a margin of 
two seconds and a half over the record, the 
fractional time of the race being as follows: 
First furlong, 0:12; quarter, 0:23 4-5; three 
furlongs, 0:35 1-5; half mile, 0:46 4-5, and seven 
furlongs, 1:22. No fractions after the half 
mile were obtainable, as the last turn is three 
furlongs from the winning post, the horses 
running straight for the remainder of the dis- 
tance, but the fractions for the last six fur- 
longs,- 1:10, and the five furlongs, 0:58 1-5, 
all old records for the shorter distances, 
and made the performance the most remarkable 
of the year.

Excellent golf marked the opening-of the iIn- 
tercollegiate championship tournament yester- 
day on the links of the Garden City Golf Club, 
a course that has been used so many times by 
the ‘Varsity players that it would appear 
strange to the golfing world to see the col- 
legians try for their championships anywhere 
else.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Cigar Cabinets Are Not “ Usual ” Cov- 
erings—Other Decisions. 


In a decision by Bugene G. Hay, the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers overruled yesterday a protest filed by 
the Havana Tobacco Company of this 
city, regarding the classification of an 
elaborate cabinet for holding cigars, The 
cabinet is 4 feet in height by 2% feet in 
width and depth, and is made of heavy 
Cuban wood, highly polished and closed 
with hinged doors, with locks, keys, &c. 
The interior is arranged with a series of 
drawer trays. The cabinet has a value of 
$60 Spanish gold. Collector Stranahan de- 
clined to consider the cabinet a “ usual” 
covering, and demanhed full duty on the 
article. 

The importing firm set up the claim be- 
fore the Board of Appraisers that the 
cabinet should be admitted free of duty 
as a usual covering for the cigars therein 
contained. In finding against the import- 
ers, General Appraiser Hay points out 
that the ordinary cigar boxes are valued 
at from 8 to 10 cents each. In view of 
this fact, the importers’ claim is deemed 
untenable.

& Brother, A. Bader & Co., Guthman, 
Solomons & Co., Andrew R. Steven, the

CHATTANOOGA SHERIFF HERE. 


Shipp Tells of Contempt Hearing In 
Johnson Lynching Case. 


Sheriff Joseph F. Shipp of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., arrived here yesterday morning 
from Washington, D. C., where he ap- 
peared before the United States Supreme 
Court on Monday to answer the charge of 
contempt of court entered against him- 
self and nine of his deputies in connectiun 
with the lynching of Ed Johnson, a negro, 
at Chattanooga on March 19 last. A stay 
of execution had been granted In the case 
of Johnson, who had been convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. Sheriff Shipp was 
| notified late at night by The Chattanooga 
Times that the jail had been attacked. He | 
hurried to the jail to find that: the night | 
guard had been overpowered. Sheriff } 
Shipp was seized by several men and rere 





ried to the second floor of the jail, where 
Johnson was locked in a cell. Sheriff 
Shipp was thrust into a room and kept 
there until Johnson had been lynched. 

The contempt proceedings resulted from 
the activity of negro lawyers, who assert- 
ed that proper protection was not afford- 
ed to Johnson. Conspiracy with the al- 
leged lynchers, of whom seventeen were 
named, was also charged. 

“ At the hearing on Monday,” said Sher- 
iff Shipp yesterday, ‘“‘my deputies and 
myself were represented by Judge Judson 
Harmon of Cincinnati and Robert Pritch- 
ard of Chattanooga. We filed an answer 
|in which we denied any premeditated pur- 
pose of contempt, or of conspiracy with 
the alleged lynchers. We also contended 
that the United States Supreme Court had 
no jurisdiction. 

“The case will not come up again until 
the Attorney General has had an oppor- 
tunity to investigate the questions in- 
volved. It will probably be heard in De- 


cember 

‘Judge Lewis Sheppard of Chatta- 
nooga represented the alleged lynchers, 
who also filed answers denying their 
guilt and the assertion that they are in 
contempt.”
